to tn epidemic similar to that which car- 
ried off so many at Golden City last season 
It may also be supposed that the small pox 
scourge will make its appearance this 
summer further west than east. These are 
serious considerations, but they must arise 
in any town which has not yet adopted a 
system of waterworks and drainage 
But they are not wanting reasons for 
postponing the matter for another season 
The minority council have thrown munici 
pal matters into confusion by assuming a 
position to which they were never elected, 
and aiaed by the Stipendiary, have made 
it impossible for the great mass of voters 
to decide in their own minds who the legal 
council are. The of one side 
would not however make the other a legal 
council, or matters might in some manner 
be arranged. In the near future we think 
it probable both sides may resin in order 
that there may be a new election, but this 
will not happen until the Government have 
been induced to look into the cause of the 
trouble The cause evidently is one that 
is liable to occur from year to year, and in 
fact to totally disfranchise the great pro- 
portion of the voters of Calgary for the 
future, and render the council, the appoint- 
ees of one man. It is probable our citi- 
zens would think this was too much to pay 
for the most approved waterworks system. 
As long as there are any doubts what- 
ever as to the status of the council, muni- 
cipal business must be ata standstill. 
People are not likely to pay taxes toa 
body they are not sure is entitled to them; 
outsiders willnot give credit to a town 
whose affairs are not thoroughly under-

A NATIONAL PARK 


On Sunday Mr. Stewart's survey party 
proceed to the Hot Springs at Banff for 
the purpose of laying out a national park 
in the Rocky Mountains including the 
Springs and as much of the surrounding 
locality as may be sufficitu: to make the 
park ample for the purposes required. 

After the example of the American 
Government in laying out the Yellowstone 
Park for the use of the people foreyer, it 
may be the intention at Ottawa to lay out 
a large part ofthe country surrounding 
the Springs, perbaps the whole of the Pass 
to the summit, for a similar purpose. 

It is nut probable that a foot of land is 
owned by private individuals from Banff 
to the summit, at the presenttime, with 
the exception of a few hundred feet here 
and thereon the side of the mountains 
secured for mining purposes. Whatever 
inthe way of mining there might be in 
the Bow river pass should of course be 
yielded to the public to develope, 
beyond that it would be an excellent thing 
for this district if the Government held 
the Bow River Pass from Banff to the 
summit of the Rockies asa natural 
pleasure ground for the natton. 

There can be little douvt that the 
Springs themslves wil) presently prove 
an attraction to visitors from all parts of 
Canada and the States. The carse of 
having 80 greata prize rendered inacees- 


ible to ordinary visitors through being 


held for gain alone, would be very sincere- 
ly felt im the near future.
